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W IL L N O T MR. BIRD RESIGN. 


Two things are pretty certain. 


One is that the 
contingent of the city council 
that is disposed to de­ 


fer the high school bonds unless 
the school board agrees 
to the final dis­ 


posal of Superintendent Bird, will be able to delay and 
embarrass 
the 


high school project. 
• 


The other is that, aroused by the opposition based on a rather person­ 


al grounds, the proponents of the high school bonds will be able to secure 


the retention of Superintendent Bird for two years more. 


And two more things are certain. 


One is that the high school will eventually be built. It is demanded by 


the people and pledged to the people. It is a necessary addition 
to 
our 


school equipment, and will prove no more than adequate during the life 


of the building planned. 


The other is that Superintendent John P. Bird will finally be deposed, 


or forced to resign. 


Circumstances, and human nature, have forced into a relative and de­ 


pendent position two propositions neither of which, in the opinion of The 
Tribune, 
should 
be 
dependent 
upon the other. The high school should 


be built at once. There is no dissent from this idea, 
even 
by 
those 


who are opposing immediate and unconditional action. But 
these 
men 


ask that Superintendent Bird be replaced by another man more capable 


of fulfilling the full and ultimate purposes of the office, and they make 


the removal of a, to them, objectionable official the one condition upon 


which they will act in favor of the .bonds 
It is not right, we believe, 


to take this position antagonistic to a necessary improvement, merely for 
the purpose of securing a better management of our schools. However, it 


is true that where the city council is practically unanimous that a public 


official is unsatisfactory, there is ground for the careful consideration of 


that official’s competence. 


But these are, or should be, two separate propositions. The Tribune is 


not at all satisfied that Superintendent Bird should be retained. The allega­ 


tions as to his incompetence are too general to be disregarded. A vote of the 


members of the faculty of the La Crosse schools would no doubt develop 


an overwhelming opinion in that quarter that he does not fill the bill, and 


who is more competent to judge thanhis helpers? But we feel that this is a 
question entirely beside the new school bonds, which should be voted. W e 


are equally positive that there should be some serious attention paid to the 


qualifications of the man who is to supervise the instructions of our chil­ 


dren under the new advantages for which the taxpayers must pay. 


It must not be presumed that the members of the council who are in 


favor of the high school bonds are for the retention of Bird. That point 


was emphatically demonstrated when the council displaced Mr. A. Hirsh- 


heimer because he would not promise to oppose Mr. Bird. Mr. Hirshheim- 


er was recognized as one of the ablest and most valuable 
members 
the 
school board had ever enjoyed, and the extent of the opposition to Mr. 


Bird can be accurately measured thereby. W ith possibly one or two excep­ 


tions, the council is as unanimous against Mr Bird as it is for the new 
high school. 


Now this is not proof positive that Mr. Bird is incompetent, but it is 


amply sufficient ground upon which to raise a prima facie presumption and 
to call for inquiry 
Nor is the fact that a bare majority of the school board 


. is for Mr. Bird at all convincing as to his merits 
The school board is 


composed of able men, and naturally has faith in its own judgment, but 


where an able body is split pretty nearly in the middle, the difference of 


opinion leaves a doubt as to the correctness of the majority, and the over­ 
whelming majority that is known to exist in the city council, against the 
bare majority of the board, makes the strain of authority pull against the 
present superintendent 


Another point is worth considering here. The school board, as we have 
said, is composed of men for whom we all have the highest respect. But it 


is the creature of the city council, and must naturally be subject to the 


regulation of that body. To contend that it knows more than the council 


is begging the question; it may and it may not, but if it does, that does not 


in any way affect the perogatives of the creative body, the council. 


To sum up, eventually there will be a new high school 
and a new 
superintendent. Each may temoprarily be delayed, but 
must 
ultimately 


come. The high school is of the greater importance and Mr. Bird is 
the 
greater obstacle. It is not to be expected that the school board will put it­ 


self in the position of having sacrificed an individual to gain even an im ­ 


portant advantage, upon dictation. 
Hence the board will not remove the 
stumbling block, and the council cannot remove it until another vacancy 
appears on the school board. W hat is to be done? 


The Tribune, without wishing to condemn or to approve the man, be­ 
lieves that the one person who has it in his power to straighten out 
this 


muddle should do so. Superintendent John P. Bird should resign. His fail­ 


ure to do so can but prolong his occupancy two years more, and he will go 
perforce later, where his resignation now would save him from the humilia­ 


tion of removal. By all means, let Mr Bird resign and let there be had 


those things now at issue of immensely more importance than the identity 
of a superintendent—the things which Mr. Bird's longer retention of his of­ 


fice is blocking For it now appears to be certain that, if this point is not 
conceded by the board of education (and it will not be), the high school 


bonds will be submitted to a vote of the people, on petition legally author­ 


ised, and the new high school will be materially delayed. Greatly as it is 
to be regretted, this seems now to be the inevitable. 


To the school board we would say. “ Dispose of Mr B ird ” 


To Mr. Bird we would say, “ Resign.” 


To the council we would say, “Vote the bonds, and 
await 
develop 


ments which, to us, seem to be the certain delay of a most meritorious pro­ 
ject.

BLAMES FINANCIAL CON­ 
DITIONS FOR THE 
REBATES 


Detailed View on the 
Situation by M an 
Who Framed B ill 


The following article on “Congress 
and the Railroads,” written by Con­ 
gressman John J. Lsch of La Crosse, 
one of the framers 
of 
the

Townsend rate bill, 
appears in

azine: 
“Modern industrialism 
which 
re­ 


s u l t s in piling up a vast fortune for an 
individual or set of individuals at the 
expense of the many is now the ob­ 
ject of attack throughout the country. 
Pubic sentiment seems to crave 
for 
m o n t h l y , weekly, and even daily in­ 
stallments of “frenzied finance,” 
and 
makes itself felt in criminal prosecu- 


t i o n s , investigations and the 
enact­ 
ment of drastic laws. 
“To him that 
hath shall be given” is still good gos­ 
pel,'provided the giving be reasonable 
and does not result in taking “from 
him who hath not even that which he 
hath.” In other words, in the yeasty 
state of the present agitation 
one, 
thing is fixed: the people are demand­ 
ing a “square deal.” 
“Aggregated or individual 
fortunes 
c f untold millions, ruthlessly acquir­ 


ed, selfishly hoarded, or wantonly ex­ 
pended account for 
this 
situation. 
There is no quarrel with wealth to 
amass itself in legitimate ways and in 
compliance with law and good mo­ 
rals. 
Wealth so accumulated 
is a 
boon to any people, but wealth wrung 
from the helpless or crushed com­ 
petitor in defiance of law may be a 
curse. 
The so-called trust or com­ 
bination doing business 
on a mono­ 
polistic basis, and hence having pow­ 
er to fix prices and regulate the sup­ 
ply, is a concrete example of the ob­ 
jects of modern attack and criticism. 
“A history of the growth of the oil, 
sugar, coal and other great trusts has 
clearly shown the close relations ex­ 
isting between them and the great 
common carriers of the country—the 
Vailroads. 
The Kansas oil, the Santa 
Fe, the beef trust and the anthracite 
No a1 investigations make clear the de­ 
pendence of trust 
upon carrier and 
barrier upon trust. 
Tile grant of a 
tut or secret rate, or rebate, or dis­ 
crimination for the transpotation of 
its product gives the trust a monopo­ 
ly, destroys competition and as a rule 
raises the price to the consumer. Sjp 
preat have these trusts grown that 
they have in some instance dictated 
terms to the carrier and secured con­ 


tracts of carriage which were barely 
remunerative, 
' i t was the knowledge of the fact 
that great trusts and 
combinations 
Owed their very existence to the rail­ 
roads and their phenomenal growth 
and power to the favors 
received 
from the railroads that led in large 
measure to the present widespread de­ 
mand for state and federal control of 
railroad rates. 
Specific complaints 
for which legal remedies are 
now 
sought are discriminations as to com­ 
modities and communities 
and 
un­ 
reasonable terminal, switching, indus­ 
trial and private car line charges. 
“Unjust or unreasonable

nation, as between persons or corpo­ 
rations, granted them by railroads in 
the form of secret rates or rebates,:
